$90 and given 90 days on the asso­ 
ciating charge. 
The tines in these 
cases are accumulative, but the 
jail 
sentences are not. 
( a soy is unable 
to pay the fines. 
The fines alone, it 
he is 
compelled to lay 
them out 
would make a total of 980 days, to 
which added the largest jail sentence, 
lit) days, would give him a total of 
490 d a y s in jail, or nearly two years. 
The petition 
was 
presented to 
Judge S p a r k s this morning. 
It was 
stated to the court that Casey is in 
ill health. 
Judge Sparks appointed 
Dr. Lowell M. Green, Dr. J. T. P a x ­ 
ton and Dr. ll. V. Logan to make an 
examination of Casey and report to 
the court. 
The physicians reported 
that they found Casey in poor condi­ 
tion and believed that the long con­ 
finement in the county jail would 
take away his health entirely. 
Judge Sparks would not sign the 
petition 
asking for 
clemency, but 
stated in a letter to Governor R als­ 
ton that the community did not de­ 
sire that Casey be inhumanly punish­ 
ed and that if the governor saw fit 
to release him advised that he not 
issue a complete pardon for the con­ 
victed man, but that he simply be let 
out on a parole in order that the 
court would have some strings to him. 
Judge 
S p a r k s ’ 
position 
on the 
m atter was clearly stated. 
Ile did 
not want Casey unhumanly punish­ 
ed, but believed that the ends of ju s ­ 
tice would not be met if Casey was 
given a complete pardon. 
For this 
reason he asked the governor, if he 
acted favorably on the petition, to 
place Casey on parole.

Tho French ship Arago sailed from 
New York for Cherbourg, France, in 
March, 1915, loaded with munitions of 
war for the allies.

Le Moyne gave in, wrote out a bond 
such as the man required, and he told 
his story.

In a lecture on “Burial Customs In 
Mesopotamia and Egypt” Dr. L. VV. 
King, p. s. A., said the spirit which 
animated the Egyptians in their varied 
and changing practices toward the deaC 
was based on affection and reverence, 
but the Babylonian, in the main, was 
prompted by fear. The Babylonians 
w ere probably more spook ridden than 
any other nation of antiquity, and their 
magical texts made it clear that the 
most terrible class of spirits were the 
ghosts of the dead, who for some rea­ 
son had been unable to enter the un­ 
derworld. Driven by hunger and thirst, 
such a ghost might roam about and 
fasten on any one with whom it had 
had relations in this life, and it would 
Plague him until he performed the 
rites that could give it peace. It was 
mainly to lay the ghost and prevent it 
from “haunting” that the Babylonians 
were scrupulous in performing the due 
burial rites.—London Times.

Swiss People Urge United States to 


Organize Association to Safe­ 


guard International Law. 


PROMINENT 
PEOPLE 
INVITED 


Would Make Inquiry Into Alleged 


Violations as Now Being Made 


by Warring Nations. 


( U . 
P . S ta ff C orre»pondent.) 
Indianapolis, Ind., June 5.—Prom­ 
inent citizens of the United States 
have been asked to form in this 
country an American branch of the 
Association for the Safeguard of 
International Law, which was found­ 
ed at Berne, Switzerland, on Novem­ 
ber 15, 1014. 
As outlined in letters 
sent to this country by the president 
of the Swiss organization, the vari­ 
ous commissions would have as their 
purpose “to institute an impartial in­ 
quiry into the cases of the violation 
of international law on the battle­ 
fields and elsewhere.’* 
“A great gulf is opening between 
the p eo p les of the earth,” said the 
letter from President Paul Moriaud 
of the Swiss organization. “Accusa­ 
tions of injustice, of barbarity, even, 
are passing from one to the other like 
shot from trench to trench. 
Each is 
indignant at the odious actions with 
which it believes itself justified in 
accusing the other, and vice versa.” 
Moriaud, who is dean of the facul­ 
ty of tile law at the University of 
Geneva, says the opinion of the civ­ 
ilized world “has not been truly en­ 
lightened by the 
numerous propa­ 
ganda emanating 
from belligerent 
countries” and adds: 
“ It must he sure of the facts, for 
only then can it exert an influence; 
then only will the fear of its verdict 
ho able to restrain within just limits 
the forces of passion let loose 
by 
war.” 
! 
The Swiss profess to fear that lip­ 
less the truth of the present situa­ 
tion becomes known to independent 
men, “an irreparable blow will he 
struck by tile war at the very roots 
of human progress.” 
Such an im­ 
partial investigation would show, the 
letter states, “either that there- Ups 
been exaggerations on both shies, or 
that the guilt of some has infinitely 
surpassed that of others, and even 
then n frank avowal on the part of 
die independent men would he a great 
step towards that reconciliation of 
the very roots of human progress.”

A petition requesting clemency for 


Newton 
Casey, 
convicted 
"blind 


tiger" operator was forwarded 
to 


Governor Ralston today. 
The peti- 


tion contained many names, includ- 
ing several county officials. 
Along 


with the petition was 
statements 


from three local physicians in which 
it was pointed out that they believed 
Casey should be given his freedom 
as the confinement of the county jail 
was fast taking his health. 


Casey is serving two sentences. 


One is on a "blind tiger" charge and 
the other is for associating. He was 
fined -$290 and given 110 days on the 
"blind tiger'' charge and was fined 
$90 and given 90 days on the asso- 
ciating charge. 
The fines in these 


cases are accumulative, but the jail 
sentences are not. Casey is unable 
to pay the fines. The fines alone, if 
he is 
compelled to lay 
them out 


would make a total of 380 days, to 
which added the largest jail sentence, 


, 110 days, would give him a total -of: 
490 days jp jail, or-nearly two years. 


The petition was presented to 


Judge Sparks this morning. It was 
stated to the court that Casey is in 
ill health. Judge Sparks appointed 
Dr. Lowell M. Green, Dr. J. T. Pax- 
ton and Dr. H. V. Logan to make an 
examination of Casey and report to 
the court. The physicians reported 
that they found Casey in poor condi- 
tion and believed that the long con- 
finement in the county jail would 
take away his health entirely. 


Judge Sparks would not,, sign the 


petition 
asking for 
clemency, but 


stated in a letter to Governor Rals- 
tou that the community did not de- 
sire that Casey be inhumanly punish- 
ed and that if the governor saw fit 
to release him advised that he not 
issue a complete pardon for the con- 
victed man, but that he simply be let 
out on a parole in order that the 
court, would have some strings to him. 


Judge 
Sparks' position 
on the 


matter was clearly stated. He did 
not want Casey unhumanly punish- 
ed, but believed that the ends of jus- 
tice would not be met if Casey was 
given a complete pardon. For this 
reason he asked the governor, if he 
acted favorably on the petition, to 
place Casey on parole.

The French ship Arago sailed!from 


New York for Cherbourg, France, In 
March, 1015, loaded with munitions of 
war for the allies.

RAISING POULTRY For PROFIT 


By John Wildig 


Those who are 
contemplating 


building new or remodeling their,old 
poultry houses, should bear in mind 
that the one thing most essential 
in the coldest, weather, is fresh air 
with no draught. The building of 
unsanitary 
poultry 
houses 
has 


caused more failures in the poul- 
try business, than any other mis- 
take that I know of. You can raise! 
the most perfect of poultry imagin- 
able by the fall of the year, and 
have them utterly ruined as breed- 
ers 
and layers, by the 
following 


spring, through the improper • hous- 
ing. 
One of the most fatal diseases 


roup, is caused by drafty and damp 
housing. 


You must also keep your houses 


dry. 
After having built and exper- 


imented with nearly every kind that 
has bceu advocated by our exper- 
imental stations, I have arrived at 
the conclusion that the best poultry 
house is the one that is not too 
cold in winter or too hot in summer. 
I will explain the winter house that 
has produced the best results for us 
both as to the egg yield and health 
in our flocks. 


Build a house 10 by 12. This will 


accomodate fifty hens, confined in 
winter. 
Build the front seven feet 


high, face south or south east. The 
back should be 5 feet, six inches. 
Place three sash having 8 inches by 
10 inches glass in each, in the front 
of this house. These should be built 
a foot from the ground floor. 
In 


between and to the height of these 
sash, build solid with boards. Above 
this make frames and 
cover with 


coarse burlap;makc these adjustable 
so that you can change with 
the 


weather conditions, but never leave 
them out on cold nights. 


Next, make the roof. 
Then the 


back and two sides airtight. 
Use

Producing a line, 
the captain secured it to one of these 
handles and ran it through the other 
for greater security. The Informant sug- 
gested that it would be best to take it 
to Ills own stateroom,' to be kept till 
after dark, that he might not attract 
attention, then drop it .over the stern. 
To this he added a suggestion that it 
had better be put in place of the log 
for recording the ship's progress, which 
was hung out 'from the stern. The 
captain, not wishing It to be known 
that there were persons aboard intend- 
ing to blow up the ship, assented to the 
delay, which was little more than an 
hour. 


As soon as it was dark the informant 


carried the box to the stern, where he 
found the captain waiting for him, and, 
no one being near, it was lowered into 
the "water, the line paid out and the 
near end attached/to the reel. As 
soon as this was done Le Xloyne 
breathed easier, though he was by no 
means sure that the persons who had 
intended to blow up the ship had not 
other contrivances for the purpose. 


One morning when the Arago was 


sailing near the French coast Captain 
TJC Moyne went aft to look for'the 
floating box. 
He could not see it even 


with his binoculars. In fact, it had 
disappeared. He sent a steward for 
his informant but the man could not 
be found. 


Nor was he or the box ever heard 


of. When the Arago reached port de- 
tectives who .had been cabled from 
New Xork came aboard to arrest ion 
absconding bank cashier who had tak- 
en a hundred thousand dollars of the 
bank's funds.

In a lecture on "Burial Customs In 


Mesopotamia and Egypt" Dr. L. W. 
King, P. S. A., said the spirit which 
animated the Egyptians in their varied 
and changing practices toward the dead 
was based on affection and reverence, 
but the Babylonian, in the main, was 
prompted . by "tfear. The Babylonians 
were probably more spook ridden than 
any other nation of antiquity, and their 
magical texts made it clear that the 
most terrible class of spirits were the 
ghosts of the dead, who'for soine rea- 
son had been unable to enter the un- 
derworld. Driven by hunger and thirst, 
such a ghost might room about and 
fasten on any one with whom it had 
bad relations in this life, and it would 
plague him until he performed the 
rites that could give it peace. It was 
mainly to lay the ghost and prevent It 
from "haunting" that the Babylonians 
were scrupulous In performing the due 
burial rites.—London Times.

letter from President Paul Moriaud 
of the Swiss organization.

Each.is 
indignant at the odious actions with 
which it believes itself justified.in 
accusing the other, and vice versa."
